APPENDIX 

I.icensing Conditions in respect of Public Sector Imports 
under the Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 2.46 Billion 
(Y 2,463,559.000) (Debt Relief) for 1980-81 extended bv 
the Crovernment of lupan. 

Section 1—General Conditions : 

l(i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 2.46 billion extended 
by the Government of Japan is untied in favour of OECD 
and developing countries. Accordingly the commodities and 
services incidental thereto to be procured under this Grant 
Aid can be imported from Japan and all countries enumerated 
in the list at Annexure-T which will be the eligible source 
countries under this Otant. The list of eligible commodities 
that can be imported under this Grant Aid is at Anncxure-II. 

Ifli) The licence will bear the superscription “Yen 2.46 
billion Japanese Grant Aid for I98Q-81”. The licence code 
for the first and second suffix will be “S|JN“. These will 
also be repeated in the letter from the CCl&E forwarding 
the import licence. 

I(iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import Heence, except bank charges which may 
be remitted through normal ban King channels. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made in Indian 
rupees to the agents in India. Such payments, however, 
will form part of the licence value and will, therefore, 
be charged to the licence. 

I(iv) The import licence will be issued on GIF basis 
with an initial validity of 12 months. For extension of the 
validity of the licence, the licenece should approach the 
licensing authority concerned who shall consult the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) in the matter. 

I(v) Firm order must bo placed on C&F basis on the 
overseas suppliers located in Japan and in other eligible 
countries mentioned in Annexure-I and sent to the Under 
Secretary (TA), Department of Fconomic Affairs (Japan 
Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi 
(within 4 months from the date of issue of the import 
licence). “Firm Orders" means purchase orders placed by 
the Indian licencec on the Overseas supplier duly supported 
by order confirmation by the latter or purchase contract 
duly signed by both the Indian importer and the overseas 
supplier, Orders on Indian Agents of Overseas suppliers 
and/or order confirmation of such Indian Agents arc not 
acceptable. 

l(iv) This condition of the placement of contracts within 
4 months period will be treated as not having been com¬ 
plied with unless complete contract documents reach the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Japan 
Section, within four months from the date of issue of the 
import licence. If firm orders as explained In para l(v) 
above cannot be placed within 4 months for valid reasons 
the licencec should submit the import licence to the con¬ 
cerned licensing authorities giving reasons why ordering 
could not be completed vvithin 4 months. Such requests for 
extension in the ordering period will bo considered on 
merit by the licensing authorities who m.ay grant extension 
iipto a further maximum period of 4 If however, 

extension is sought beyond 4 months from the date of issue 
of this import licence, such proposals will invariably be 
referred by the licensing authorities to the Department of 
Fconomic AfFiirs (Japan Section), Mlnistiy of Finance, 
North Block, New Delhi who will consider such extension 
on the merits of each case and communicate their decision 
to the licensing authorities for communication to the liccncee. 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment It should be noted 
that this date should not be beyond 31-3-1982. 

Section II—Special points to be kept in view while Negotiating 
a supply contract 

II(i)(a) The CAF value of the contract should be expressed 
in Yen or US Dollar or Pound Sterling wiihout fraction 
less than one Yen, one Cent or on;; Penny and should 
exclude Indian Agents commission, if any, which should 
be paid in Indian rupees. In no circumstances the contract 
value should be cxpre.ssed in Indian rupee or in any other 
currency. The FOB cost and freight among may be showm 
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separately but it should be clarified in the contract whether 
the freight charges will be payable on actual basis or whether 
the freight charges indicated in the contract would be the 
amount payable irrespective of the actual charges, 

(b) The contract should provide for payment on cash 
basis i.e, on presentation of shipping documents by Ihc 
Japanese Suppliers to the Bank of India, Tokyo. 

(c) The purchase order and the supplier’s order con¬ 
firmation should be in English only. 

11 (ii) Only one contract should be entered into against 
the import licence. Tn exceptional cases, more than one 
contract may be permitted to he entered into, for which 
prior approval of the Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance, should be obtained soon after the 
date of issue of th; import licence. 

IKiii) Eligibility of Supplier : 

The supplier shall pe a national of the eligible source 
countries, or a juridical person registered and incorporated 
in the eligible source countries. 

Section III: 

The following provision should be specifically incorporated 
in the supply contract :— 

IIT(i) The contract is arranged in accordance with the 
Agreement dated the 18th March, 1981 between the Goy^ 
ernments of India and Japan concerning the Grant Aid 
of Yen 2.46 billion for 1980-81 "and will be subject to the 
approval of Government of India”. 

Ill(ii) Payments to the overseas suppliers shall be made 
through an ‘Authorisation to pay’ (A/P) which will be 

issued bv the Controller of Aid Aocounts and Audit. Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, IICO Bank 
Building, Parliament Street, New Dclhi-l lOOOJ in favour of 
the Bank eff India, Tokyo under the Japanese Grant Aid 
for 1980-81. 

JlKiii) The overseas suppliers agree to furnish such 
inforntation and documents as may be required by the 

Government of India on the one hand nnd the Govern¬ 

ment of Japan on the other. 

Ill(iv) Where suppliers are located in Japan, they agree 
to make shipping arrangements in consult ition with the 
Embassy of India. Tokyo and that for this purpose they 

would keep the Embassy of India, Tokyo informed of the 
delivery schedule of the goods involved and notify the 
Embassy of India, atleast four weeks in advance of the 
shipping required so that suitable arrangements should be 
made. In exceptional cases, where the lmm>rters require 
this period of notice may be reduced. The Japanese supplier 
should also agree to send a cable advice to the importer 
after each shipment giving the necessary details and a copy 
thereof should be sent to the Embassy of India, Tokyo. 

Section IV—Contract Approval by Govt, of India : 

IV(i) As soon as the orders are finalised, the licencec 
should forward to the Under Secretary (FA), Department 
of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, North Block, 
New Delhi 4 copies of the contract duly signed by both 
parties or purchase orders by the Indian imporler placed 
on the overseas supplier supported by order confirmation 
in writing by the overseas supplier or their photo copies 
complete in all respects together with two photo copies 
of the relevant valid import licence as also two copies of 
the "Request for issue of A!P” in the form at Annex JIT. 
The above procedure will also apply to all contract amend¬ 
ments causing essential moclifientions to the contents of 
contracts or in its price. 

IV(ii) If the contract documents "Request for issue of 
A/P” and other connected documents are found to be in 
order the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) Japan Section will approve the contract and will 
ruTangc to send one set of the documents mentioned in (i) 
above each to the CAAi^A and the Embassy of India, Tokyo, 

IV(iii) On receipt of the clocunienls mentioned at (il) 
above the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department 
of Economic Affairs, Ministiy of Finance, IJCO Bank 
Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi*! 10001 will issue an 


‘Authorisation to Pay* (A/P) to the Bank of India, Tokyo 
in the form at Annexure IV foi making pnym^t to the 
overseas supplier. Copies of the A/1^ will be endorsed to 
the Embassy of India, Tokyo, the importer, importer’s Bank 
in India and Japan Section, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance. 

IV(iv) On receipt of the Authorisation to Pay (A/P) the 
Bank of India, Tokyo will intimate the fact oi this receipt 
to the supplier under Intimation to the Government of Japan, 
Embassy of India, Tokyo, the imporleiB’ Bank in India and 
the (TAA&A. 

JV(v) The foreign supplier shall, after affectintt shipment 
present through his bankers the documents specified in the 
A/P to the Bank of India, Tokyo, If the documents are 
found to be in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo will 
release the amount specified in the documents to the 
Supplier through his bankers. 

IV(vi) Banking charges payable to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo for advising the A/P and for arranging payment 
to the overseas supplier shall be settled by the concerned 
Importer's Bank in India by remittances to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo through normal banking channel without affecting 
the Government of India’s account. 

Section V—Responsibility for Rupee deposit; 

V(i) The original negotiable shipping documents will bo 
invariably forwarded by the Bank of India, Tokyo, to 
the concerned Importer’s bank in India which would be a 
branch of the State Bank of India or any of the nationalised 
Banks as mentioned in (O) in Annexure-TTl who should 
release these negotiable set of documents to the importer 
concerned only after ensuring that the rupee equivalent 
of the Yen/US $/Pound sterling Payments made to the 
supplier alongwith interest charges thereon in coses where 
payable calculate at the rate of 9 per cent per annum for 
ti e first thirty days and at 15 per cent for the period in 
excess thereof reckoned from the date of payment by the 
Bank of India, Tokyo to the foreign Supplier to the date 
of actual rupee deposit, is deposited into Government of 
India account In terms of the Public Notice 
No. 46’ITC(PN)/76 dated 16-6-76. The Interest is payable 
for both the days l.e. the day on which payment is made 
to the supplier and also the day on which rupee deposits 
is made into Government account vide Public Notice 
No. 74-rrC(PN)/74 dated 31-5-1974 as modified under 
Public Notice No. 103-ITC(PN)/76 dated 12-10-1976. The 
exchange rate to be adopted for compuling the rupee 
equivalent of the Yen/US $/£ Payment will be the prevailing 
composite rate of exchange as laid down in CCT&E Public 
Notice No. 8-lTC(PN)/76 dated 17-1-1976 or as may be 
notified bv Government from time to time thiough Public 
Notices of the CCT&E or through Exchange Control 
Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. Any change in this 
regard as also in regard to the rate of interest will be 
notified as and when necessary. Jt will be the responsibility 
of the Indian Bank concerned to ensure that the amounts

While filiing in the various 
columns in the chalTan it should be ensured by the Impoiters 
their bankers that the information prescribed in para 2 of 
Public Notice No. 132-ITC(PN)/7l dated 5-10-1971 and 
also in Public Notice No. 74-rrC(PN)I74 dated 31-5-1974 
read with Public Notice No. 103-ITC( PN)/76 dated 12-10-'76 
is invariably indicated in the column “full paiticulurs of 
remittances and authority (if any)” of the challan. The 
following particulars should invariably be furnished in the 
Treasury ClialLms : 

(a) Ministry of I inance ‘A/P’ (Authorisation to Pay) 
No. and date. 

(b) Amount of Yen CuiTcncy in respect of which 
deposits arc to be made toecther with rate of 
conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the foreign supplier. 

(d) The amount of interest paid and the period for 
which it has been calculated. 

(e) Total amount deposited. 

(Interest is to be calculated for the period from 
the date of payment to the supplier upto and 
inclusive of the date of deposit of rupee equiva¬ 
lents into Government Account), 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the rupee 
deposit should be sent by registered post to the CAA&A 
indicating reference to the A/P issued bv him and also 
endosins copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

Note : Importer’s Banks in India should ensure that 
the rupee deposits are invariably made within 10 
days of the receipt of the advice of payments and 
negotiable shipping documents trtim the Bank of 
India, Tokyo ^»nd that the CAAiIcA, Ministry of 
Finance (DBA), New Delhi is kept informed of 
the fact immediately thereafter.
